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YAWL’S OCCUPANTS SAVED 
BY LIFEBOAT 


After a journey lasting nine hours, during 
which they had to contend with a 70-mile-an- 
hour gale, the Swanage lifeboat ‘towed into 
Weymouth Harbour yesterday the seven-ton 
sailing yawl, Pauamma. On board the yawl 
were Mr. E. A. Wright, of Starcross, Ex- 
mouth, and Mr T. A. D. Pearson, of Exeter. 

At the height oí the gale early yesterday 
they were rolling helplessly in the Portland 
Race. Their distress roekets were observed 
by a fisherman on the shore, and the Swanasee 
lifeboat, having just returned to her station 
after a rescue at Bournemouth, was called 
out. 

The captain in charge of the Portland naval 
base ordered out the Admiralty tug, St. Just, 
which arrived on the scene just in time to 
save the yawl from going ashore. Three 
times the tow-rope parted. When the 
weather moderated the tow was handed over 
to the lifeboat, which took the yawl to Wey- 
mouth. Altogether the’ lifeboat men “had 
been on duty twelve hours in the heaviest 
seas they had ever experienced. 

Mr. Wright said, when he landed at Wev- 
mouth :—‘‘ This was the first day of our holi- 
day, and we can only describe it as a night- 
mare. The boat did everything, except turn 
over. We lost our jib. and the mainsail was 
torn to shreds 2 the 
rocket we had to empty our methylated spint 
bottle. and we were afraid every time we 
lLs one off the boat would be set on fire. 
We shall continue our cruise if we can find 
a good sail-maker.” |

A revolutionary scheme to solve the acute 
shortage of domestic ‘sei\ants in New Zealand 
has been suggested by the ‘leading women's 
organisations in Christchurch. .

domestic ‘workers, to be paid and hired out 
by the Government. Employers would re- 
imburse the Government according. to. their 


| means, 


A special committee has been formed to 
look into the whole question. . It is called 
the Household Service Campaign Committee, 
and is representative of all the leading 
wonien’s organisations, 

The opinion is widely held amorgst New 
Zealand women that the status of domestic 
workers must be raised considerably if a good 
supply of efficient workers is to be main- 
tuined. 

Thev blame many employers for adopting 
a wrong attitude towards girls and women 
working in the home, and an important part 
of the campaign will be educating employers 
in the art of employment. 

An attempt will be made to altér the public 
attitude towards domestic workers. 

The committee proposes that the Govern 
ment should ‘recruit ’’ a national domestic 
service corps of young women agreeable to 
entering the domestic service profession. 

Under the scheme recruits would be askek! 
to undergo whatever training is considered 
desirable at a technical school, and when they 
‘graduated ” would be guaranteed continuity 
of employment as long as their services were 
satisf w tory. 

The Government’s Domestic Service De- 
partment would ensure that living and work- 
ing conditions were up to standard. 

The service would be available to all 
women, but finst consideration would be given 
to expectant mothers, mothers “convalescent 
after childbirth, and mothers who have young 
families. 

The service would be either free or charged 
for according to the circumstances of each 


case.

DIVORCE REFORM 


Divorce reform may again provide the most 
interesting discussions of the week, when, on 
Wednesday, the House of Lords begins the 
Committee stage of the Marriage Bill. 
Already it is clear that the greatest bone of 
contention is the proviso that no petition for 
divoree shall be presented until five years 
have elajised from the date of the marriage. 

Many think this is too long. Lord Buck- 
master has an amendment to reduce it to 
two years, but Lord Redesdale will move that 
this clavse in the bill be struck out alto- 
gether. Jord Maugham suggests an inter- 
mediate vourse-—that a judge should have 
power to allow a divorce petition before five 
vears if he considers exceptional hardship has 
been suffered by the petitioner or if there 
has been ‘ exceptional depravity” on the 
part ol the respondent, 

Another suggestion is that the fact that a 
respondent is a reprieved murderer or mur- 
deress shall be a ground for a divorce 
petition. 

Miss Horsbrugh will again be to the fore 
later in the week, when the report appears 
of the Home Office denartmental committee on 
child adoption, of which she 1s chairman. 
Much interest attaches to this report, which 
has now been sent to Sir Samuel Hoare, the 
Home Secretary. It deals with the work of 
child adovtion societies and other child adop- 
tion agencies, and on some aspects it’ may 
contain outspoken comments. 

Steps to be taken to increase imports of 
iron and steel will be the subject of an 
announcement by Mr. Oliver Stanley, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, next week, and 
on Tuesday night M.P.’s will have in their 
hands copies of the report of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee on the iron and 
steel industry.

Garly Perseids 


My astronomer writes :— 

In July the duration of darkness is still] 
brief . for meteoric observations. The 
Capricornids and Aquarids, though sparse, 
form the principal showers of the month, 
but in the latter half early Perseids begin 
to make their appearance. 

Maxima fall on the 6th and 7th around 
midnight, and the 8th is a more important 
date with maxima before midnight and 
also during the hour following it. 
Secondary maxima occur on the 9th at 
10.50 p.m., and on the 10th at 9.30 p.m. 
The 13th gives a maximum at 11 p.m., and 
the 15th a secondary one at 10.15 p.m. 
The 19th furnishes another important date 
with a maximum about 11.30 p.m. 

Well-defined maxima fall ulso on the 
2ist and 22nd at 11 p.m. and 10.15 
p.m, respectively. The 25th is marked 
by some meteoric intensity, but it 
is chiefly confined to the early after- 
noon and the two hours after midnight. Of 
the remaining dates the nights of the 27th 
and 28th are the most remarkable with 
maxima at midnight and 10.45 resper- 
tively, while on the 31st there is a rather 
late morning maximum at 6.50, which is 
followed by another one near 11 p.m.

SECOND ANNUAL CONGRESS 


The second annual Congress of St. Joseph's 
Young Priests’ Society was held in the College 
of St. Mary Immaculate, Beleamp, Raheny, 
Jmblin, The members were welcomed by the 
Superior of the College, the Very Rev. P. J. 
Ryan, O.M.TI. 

The Rev. J. Burke, B.A., Dean of Resi- 
dence, University College, Dublin, during the 
first session read a paper on “The Society: 
its Development and Work,” which was 
broadcast through Radio Athlone. 

He said that the Society was founded by 
Mrs. Olivia Taaffe, a Galway woman, in 
1895. It received the Apostolic Blessing of 
Pope Benedict XV., and in June, 1931, was 
hiessed by the present Pope. When Mrs. 
Taaffe died in 1918, the Society had become 
an assured power in the life of the Church. 
At present it ‘consisted of a central council. 
of clergy and laity, with two representatives 
from each branch. Its publication, “St. 
Joseph's Sheaf,” had a circulation of 25,000. 
i7¢ students were being prepared for the 
Pagan Missions, ani of the one hundred 
priests provided for the mission field, eighteen 
were in the Maynooth Mission to China. 
About twenty priests cf the Society were in 
religious orders devoted to mission work, The 
“ociety promised to aceept any suitable boy 
trom any part of ireland who wished to go 
to any foreign mission field.

During the second session, in the course of 
a paper on “ The Vorational Branches,’’ the 
Rev. T. Maguire, C.8.Sp,, Blackrock College, 
said that the rapid increase in the member- 
ship of the Society was due in great measure 
to its development on vocational lines. The 
branches had given a very practical example 
to those who did not know how to help in 
the spread of the faith, They wanted a 
strong, living, virile Catholicism, such as 
that exemplified by the Society,

Spain and the World 


The present week may be fateful for 
Europe’s future, since it is likely to 
regard to the Spanish civil war. This 
almost exactly twelve months. It started 
as a military uprising in Spain against 
a Government which, whatever may have 
been its faults, had been elected to power 
in the previous February. Almost imme- 
diately after Genetal Franco’s pronuncia- 
miento, however, outside Powers began to 
take a hand in the game. The Russians 
had been showing an interest in Spanish 
affairs for some time previously ; but their 
interference had been confined more or less 
to their usual practice of propaganda. No 
sooner had the civil war started than every 
nation in Europe seemed to become in. 
volved to a greater or a less degree. It 
was the old problem of the chicken and 
the egg: which appeared first? The Italians 
aud the Germans affirmed that they inter 
vened in Spain in order to counteract the 
machinations of the Russians and the 
French, The’ Russians and the French, on 
the other hand, asserted that they had no 
real interest in Spain, but that, in view 
of the open intervention of Italy and 
Germany, they could not refrain from the 
offer of certain aid and comfort to the 
Spanish Government. Thus the contro- 
versy progressed until, after much discus- 
sion and argument, the non-intervention 
agreement was reached. By virtue of 
this agreement, Great Britain, France, 
Germany and Italy -undertook to keep 
strictly aloof from the Spanish war. The 
Russians also adhered to this pact for a 
time, but finally declared that it was being 
violated so flagrantly by the Fascist 
Powers that they would have nothing more 
to do with it. What happened in fact was 
that Italy and Germany ignored the pact. 
They sent not only war material, but ex- 
peditionary forces to Spain. Signor 
Mussolini, in his unsigned articles in the 
Popolo d'Italia, gicri-d pablicly in the 
achievements of his Blackshirts in the 
Peninsula, and, while the Germans were 
more discreet, their attack upon Guernica 
from the air proved beyond yea or nay that 
they, too, regarded the pact of ‘non inter 
vention as a polite fiction, designed to 
keep the Nonconformiet conscience quiet in 
England. 

Throughout all this political manceuvring | 
one thing was as plain as a pikestaff to 
all those who had any knowledge of 
European history, or of actual conditions 
on the Continent. It was obvious that 
both Signor Mussolini and Herr Hitler 
were. not. helping General Franco merely 
for the sake of his beaua yeur. The 
Italians actually had occupied the island 
of Majerca ; the Germans had their eyes on 
the Canaries, as well as on portion of North 
Africa, and, although General Franco de- 
clared again and again that he would not 
consent to any diminution of Spanish 
sovereignty either now or in the future, 
the astute officials in the Palazzo Chigi 
and the Wilhelmstrasse thought otherwise. 
Signor Mussolini and Herr Hitler pro- 
tested that their only interest in Spain 
was to prevent the establishment in that 
country of a Communist, or Bolshevist, 
régime, which would be likely to infect 
the remainder of Europe; but their real 


and Britain, the two democratic Powers 
that are left in Europe, saw. clearly from 
the start that Germany and Italy were 
determined to bring about a Franco 
victory, despite that gentleman’s manifest 
inability te force a military decision with- 
out outside aid. Desperately anxious to 
avoid any international complications, the 
British and French Governments strove by 
every means in their power to prevent the 
spread of the fighting in Spain. They 
turned a blind eye to gross violations of 
the non-intervention pact by both Germany 
and Italy, and when the German Govern- 
ment bombarded Almeria as a reprisal! for 
an attack on the Deutschland they ignored 
a breach of international law that in 
former days almost certainly would have 
led to a peremptory ultimatum. Now a 
crisis has been reached again. It is alleged |

“ No.” He is just as firmly determined 
to maintain the peace of Europe and the 
world as Mr. Baldwin was; but he will 
not allow the dictators to ignore Great 
Britain, and he has told them now in the 
plainest of plain language that the 
British Government will not consent to 
their plan in respect of coastal control; If 
Germany and Italy insist that they will 
not take any part in this control—if they 
insist on their proposal to grant belligerent 
rights to both parties in Spain—His 
Majesty’s Government will withdraw from 
the whole business, and, while preserving 
the strictest form of neutrality, will 
reserve to itself full freedom of action in 
all respects. Both France and Russia will 
follow Britain. Many of the smaller 
Powers also will support her point of view ; 
and there is small doubt that she will have 
the sympathies of the United States of 
America. In short, it seems as if the 
dictators have over-called their hand. We 


to go to war. They both know full well 
what the consequences would be ; but they | 
have grown so much’ accustomed to suc- 
cessful bluffing that Britain's determined 
stand will give them a nasty shock. 
Doubtless, a compromise will be found, ' 
There will be no war; but, if Messrs. 
Hitler and Mussolini have found that the {

nitely, a good day’s work will have been 
done for the peace of the world.

Warning from Scotland 


English patriots, appalled by the 
spectacle of crowded suburbs, and of roads 
from city to city encased in brick by un- 
checked “ ribbon development,” have 
protested in Parliament, have organised: 
societies, have published book after book, 
in the effort to recall their-country to 
health and beauty. In a land of petrol 
pumps and hoardings, advertisements 
written on the sky with smoke, has the 
awakening come too late? . “ Britain and 
the Beast ” is the title of a new hook 
which, in its title, eloquently expresses the 
indignation of the twenty-six men of 
letters and science who contribute their 
complaints. One essay in particular 
‘deserves. Irish attention. It is entitled 
“The Scottish Scene,” -and in it Mr. 
George Scott-Moncrieff draws attention. to 
the special needs of Scotland. “Bear in 
mind,” the author writes, ' that Scotland's 
boom was more sudden and more intense. 
than Epgland’s. In England the indus- 
irial /age was firmly founded upon 
mercantile tradition. In Scotland it was 
superimposed upon a nation that, in many 
ways, could more naturally have developed 
on the lines of Norway, with agriculture 
and fisheries the mainstay of her economic 
Indeed, she would be in a far 
sounder state to-day if she had not 
jettisoned her agriculture and fisheries for 
an industrial life that was basically 
artificial,’ The result of Scotland's. 
sudden break with the past and rapid 
industrial development was a concentra- 
tion unparalleled in England itself, with 
a corresponding violence of depression 
when. the economic: reaction came. Is 
there not a warning for ireland here? © 

“A yet more urgent lesson follows, Faced 
with the problem - ‘of the industrial slums, 
which had grown up like mushrooms, the. 
directors of Scotland's fortunes made a 
sad ~istake. They rehoused: the multi- 
tude in those towering concrete tenements 
which remain as a nightmare memory in 
the mind of all who have toyred industrial 
Glasgow. Well may Mr. Scott-Moncrieff 
write of “ the folly of clearing slums: in 
such a manner as to recreate the conges- 
tion which the clearance should have gone 
towards alleviating.’’ The fallacy lies in 
‘the assumption that employment com- 
mensurate to her population will return to 
the overgrown city,’’ and “ the belief that 
communities can be cres by building a 
lot of houses and filling them with people." 
Again: “The practice of huddling people 
together is carried even into the country 
districts. . There are counties where old 
village communities, much against the will 
of the people, are being broken up, and 
their residents shifted: from handsome 
stone cottages to hideous blocks of council 
houses fringing mining townships.” In 
fine, Scotland, that bred Sir Patrick Geddes | i 
and other fine teachers of town-planning 
art, still is afflicted by the lack of an 
intelligent local consciousness which,

Bon Voyage J 


To-day sees the inauguration of one of 
the most notable ventures of our time. 
The Imperial Airways flying-boat Cale. 
donia, which arrived yesterday at Foynes 
from Southampton, will take off at night 
for its 2;000-mile journey across ' the 
Atlantic to Newfoundland. About the 
same time the Pan- American Airways 
Sikorsky Clipper vessel will start from 
Americ for Foynes, where, if all goes 

it will be. due to-morrow. The 
ul cannot be expected to appreciate 
the amount of forethought and preparation 
which have gone to this great experiment. 
Almost everything that man can do to 
ensure that the two great vessels shall 
arrive safely at their destinations has been 
}done. These precautions have not been 
taken primarily to safeguard the lives of 
the brave men who will take part in the 
experimental flights—the pioneers of air 
travel have accepted risks before now and 
will accept them again—but are part and 
parcel, rather, of a scheme whose object 
is to demonstrate that trans-Atlantic air 
re is a feasible undertaking, and in 
‘the near future will be a regular under- 
taking, Any calamity to the aircraft on’ 
their experimental crossings would disturb 
public confidence ina venture which 
depends for its success upon complete 
confidence. Believing that the air is the 
highway of the. future, we wish all 
prosperity to. the Caledonia and the 
Sikorsky Clipper. An epoch in the history 
of human relations will have been reached 
when th» first regular flights—made 
possible by the experimental passages of 
the next few. months—will have taken 
place.

whether the President wil] proceed to the 
legislation necessary to put it in operation. 
This is, of course, assuming that the 
returns yet to come in will give Mr. de 
Valera the majority he requires to form a 
Government. The fact that some con- 
stituencies have actually declared against 
it is surprising, and must be taken into 
account. 

The majority of the voters in the Dublin 
County and Townships constituencies who 
took the trouble to record their views on 
the yellow plebiscite paper do not want 
the new Constitution. 

In the townships there was a majority 
of 6,526 against the document, and in 
Dublin County, where it was confidently 


expected to receive approval, a majority 


of 1,959 of the voters placed their “X”' 
opposit “No” in the paper. Over 3,000 
spoiled papers were received in the Dublin 
County polling booths and over 1,500 in 
the townships. 

The great majority of the spoiled papers 
which were handed out with the ballot 
papers, were not marked in any way, 

There was a majority of the County 
Sligo'voters also against the Constitution. 

A notable fact in connection with the 
polling has been the increase in the 
membership of the Labour Party in the 
House from eight to eleven.

A HOPE 


Although the weather between Honolulu 
and Howland Island is at present bad 
information from sources nearest to the 
island yesterday was that the weather in 
the immediate neighbourhood was cloudy, 
with winds reaching from eight to twenty- 
two miles an hour.

MANCHUKUO NAVIGATION

Now that the Soviet forces have started 

to evacuate the two disputed islands in 
the Amur river, the Manchukuo Govern- 
ment have given notice of their intention 
to reinstate the Manchukuo navigation 
officers on the islands. 
” According to the latest reports received 
here, Russia has, so far, only withdrawn 
her sentries from the southern end of the 
island of Kanchatzu, and there has been 
no change in the situation on the island of 
Chinamuho. 

The Japanese-Manchukuo authorities 
are, therefore, still keeping a close watch 
to see that further withdrawals are carried 
out. 

Commenting on the incident in an inter- 
view, the Japanese Prime Minister, Prince 
Kinoye, said that its amicable settlement 
was a matter of congratulation for world 
peace in general, and in particular with 
rezard to the Far East. "i 

The J-nanese Government would, he 
added, endeavour to bring about a friendly 
solution of the problem regarding the 
demarcation of the Soviet-Manchukuo 
frontier, the ambiguity of which had often 
sown seeds of discord. 

The sinking of a Soviet gunboat in 
the vicinity of two disputed islands in 
the Amur river last Thursday gave 
rise to a sudden tension between 
Russia and Manchukuo. 

By the terms of a settlement reached on 
Saturday, Russia agreed to withdraw her 
forces from the islands. but further nego- 
tiations are thought to be necessary before 
their final ownership can be decided.

Spanish Government circles at Bayonne 
see an omen of possible future use of gas 
by the insurgents in a message published 
by the German News Agency, quoting an 
unnamed sourcé, at St. Jean de Luz, says 
Reuter. 

This message alleged that the Govern- 
ment artillery had employed shells con- 
taining arsenic at Cilleruglo de Brilias, 
on the Santander front, and that forty 
such shells had been fired.

wildered state, and the difficulty of gauging 
the probable course of markets in the future 


has certainly not been diminished. Business 
is still on an unusually small scale, which, 
perhaps, is not surprising in view of the 
cloud on the European political horizon, and 
the uncertainty as to whether France will re- 
cover from the desperate situation described 
by the new Finance Minister. In the circum- 
stances, the prospects of a continuance of 
cheap money counts for little, but those who 
are not unduly impressed by what appear to 
be.the unfavourable points consider that be- 
fore very long the weight of the accumulated 
money will tell upon the investment markets, 
while a strengthening of confidence would 
bring greater activity to the speculative 
sections. 


A SAFE INVESTMENT - 


Periods of depression have been experi- 
enced in the past, arid they have always been 
followed by a recovery, which has proved 
that stocks generally, and more particularly 
jivesitment securities, were under-valued. 
Not very long ago it was impossible to get 
more than.ó per cent. from trustee securities, 
but the fact that 35 per cent. War Loan 
and 35 per cent. Conversion are now obtain- 
able at about par should encourage a fresh 
investment demand. Admittedly, the position 
has changed since the War Loan touched 
110, early in 1935, for the Government ex- 
penditure upon rearmament has caused an 
adjustment of interest rates for long-term 
securities, and, in addition, the income tax 
has been increased. Even so, War Loan, .in 
the neighbourhood of 100, is a safe and satis- 
factory investment, and, in the event of an 
improvement in the political outlook, the 
price would rise to well above that level. 


BANK SHARES 


The fact that a leading discount firm has 
reduced its interim dividend should cause no 
surprise, for the business of such companies 
has been relatively unprofitable for a con- 
siderable time past, and it has been necessary 
to remedy matters as far as possible by in- 
vestments in gilt-edged securities. When the 
market for the Jatter was rising it was pos- 
sible to realise substantial profits by judicious 
market operations, and the company that has 
just cut its interim dividend was, perhaps. as 
successful as any in this direction. More 
recently the guilt-edged market, instead of 
providing profits, has moved in a way that 
may call for provision for depreciation of 
capital, It is unlikely that any of the big 
banks will reduce their distributions. For 
one thing, a change is unusual in respect of 
interim payments, while there has probably 
been no necessity for any cut. Profits. for 
1936 showed a considerable improvement, and 
were, indeed, the best for five years. In 
view of the increased demand for loans for 
trade purposes, the chances are that there 
has been a further increase this year. It is 
fairly safe to assume that the extra revenue 
will be used in further strengthening reserves 
and other funds. English Bank shares do 
not appeal to investors who want a high 
return on their moncy, for. the best. of them 
give yields ranging from 34 per cent. up to 
4 per cent., the figure varying according to 
any lability for uncalled capital. 


IRRESPONSIVE MARKETS 


It is symptomatic of the changed state of 
affairs that the declaration of an increased 
distribution on Distillers Ordinary was fol- 
lowed by a fall in the units, though to some 
extent this was due to the fact that, contrary 
to rumours which have circulated at times, 
there was no announcement of a share bonus. 
The yield on Distillers at the current price is 
moderate, but the financial position of the 
company is exceptionally strong, and there 
is an excellent prospect that profits in the 
future will further increase. The movement 
in Distillers stock is one of several instances 
of a fall in prices after the announcement of 
satisfactory results. For the time being, 
speculative initiative is lacking, and, owing 
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sed to take: an active interest in markets. 
{his condition will not last indefinitely. _ The 
leading Industrial shares have now fallen con- 
siderably from the highest points of this and 
last year, and, even allowing for the pro- 
bability that in several instances the top 
prices discounted the future too liberally, 
there would seem to be good scope for a re- 


covery.

Surprise is expressed that South Africas 
Gold and Fivance shares have made so little 
response to the subsidence of the gold scare, 
the strengthening of the Exchange Equalisa- 
tion Account, and the reassuring statements 
by the Secretary of the United States 
asin and our Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer regarding the tripartite monetary 
agreement, The possibility of sales by 
French operators in connéction with the re- 

atriation of French balances employed ip 
endon is a factor, but it is unlikely to 
operate for the present, and, perhaps, not 
until confidence has been completely - re 
stored in France and the country is well on 
the way to economic recovery. ere 
may be still a lingering fear in some people s 
minds that the price of gold will be reduced, 
but probably the real explanation of the tn- 
satisfactory market for Kaffirs is that a good 
deal of bankrupt stock is still being nursed, 
the aftermath of the collapse of speculation 
when the gold scare first appeared. le of 
this stock is marketed on any appreciable 
rise in prices, thus preventing a sustained 
recovery. 


HIGH YIELDS 


Not very long ago South African gold 
shares were being bought by important 1n- 
terests, including, it is believed, some of thé 
investment trusts. There are also one or two 
unit trusts whose portfolios comprise Kaffirs. 
In both cases purchases were probably 
effected at a much higher level than now 
rules. Because of the fall in prices, the best 
shares give unusually high yields, such as 
about 78 per cent. on Crown Mines, 7i¢ per 
cent. on West Rand Consolidated, from abont 
8% to nearly 9§ per cent. on Sub Nigel, 
Geduld, Robinson B and Springs, and as 
much as 114 per cent. on New State Areas. 
There are various companies which may ex- 
pand their operationg in the future, and on 
these the return is usually smaller. Rand 
Leases, for example, give no more than cá 
per cent., Durban Deep about 4; per cent., 
and East Rand Prop., Luipaards Vlei and 
Simmer and Jack from about 4É to 53 per 
cent.

At the present price of below 80, London 
Passenger Transport ‘‘C’’ stock is an in- 
teresting proposition.

PRICES STEADY 


From Oun COMMERCIAL CORRRSPONDENT. 


There have heen no very marked fluctua- 
tions in prices in the provision market during 
the past week, and quotations for most com- 
modities’ have ruled steady to occasionally 
favouring sellers. There was a fairly sub- 
stantia} decrease in shipments of eggs from 
Denmark and Sweden to Northern ports last 
week-end, and consignments of butter and 
bacon were also smaller. Spot supplies «f 
bacon have been rather short, and with a 
good clearance, sellers showed ‘a disposition 
to ask a premium on official prices. The 
market closed firm, and while there was no 
change in Irish or Continental meats, English 
was advanced 2s. per cwt, The Danish official 
quotation for butter has this week been wired 
unchanged, and “‘top’’ again stands at 199 
kroner per 100 kilos; at the corfesponding 
period of last year the figure was 200 kroner, 
and in 1935, 164 kroner. Spot supplies of 
butter continue fairly well up to the average, 
and Continentals, Irish creameries and 
Colonial makes meet with a steady consump- 
tive demand, and late rates are fairly well 
maintained. Production of eggs continues to 
decline, both in Ireland and in this country, 
and the market closes firm, with prices tend- 
ing in sellers’ favour. According to official

The Chautemps Government has used its 
new powers in the manner expected. The 
franc is “‘ unpegged”’ from gold and will be 
allowed to find its own level. On the first 
day of dealing afte, the suspension the rate 
went out to nearly 130fr. to the £. compared 
with 1107 before devaluation.

With the Bourse re- 
opened and freedom of dealings restored to 
the franc, the French financial situation need 
no longer provide a disturbing influence in 
our markets. It would have been otherwise 
if the French Government had attempted te 
control the exchange by imposing vexatious 
restraints upon trade and the export of gold. 
There is also cause: for satisfaction in the 
assurance that France is not seeking any 
exchange advantage and means to adhere to 
the Tripartite monetary agreement, a similar 
assurance having been given by Washington. 
But there is food for thought in the fact 
that the conservation of the gold resources 
of the Bank of France is officially admitted 
to be influenced by the value of a gold 
reserve in time of war, 
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Rare Australian Metal 


Interest has been revived in the rare Aus- 
tralian metal, tantalite, by the arrival at 
Darwin of representatives of important Ger- 
man and Japanese interests. Both have gone 
into the interior to inspect “shows ” of the 
metal between Darwin and Pine Creeks, says 
Austral News. Tantalite, which is superior 
to the best steel at present used for surgical 
instruments, is also used for hardening steel. 
It. is rustless and, when mined, has the ap- 
pearance of red oxide of tin. Very valuable 
in the manufacture of armaments, its price 
on. the world market recently jumped from 
£300 to £600 a ton. The largest field in 
existence is reputed to eover an area of 30 
to 40 miles wide and 100 miles long some- 
where south of Darwin. 
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Huge Gold Imports to America 


Gold to the value of £153,400,000 was im- 
ported by the United States during the five 
months of this year. Exports totalled only 
£15,400. In the same period of 1936 im- 
i: were £51,768,200 and exports £5,270.

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Influences and Opinions 


Outside influences generally affect the 
market for rubbér as much as any other. Yet 
repercussions of recent events have weighed 
less heavily upon rubber than on many of 
the City exchanges. Uncertainties regarding 
the French monetary situation did ‘bring 
about a small reduction in the spot pric: 
The fact, however, that the British Govern- 
ment is placing an additional £200,000,000 
at the disposal of the Exchange Equalisation 
lund has disposed of the “ gold scare bogey,” 
atleast, for some time to come. American 
labour troubles have held up rubber manu- 
facture, but tyres are still wanted, even in 
the present slack season, and most production 
will have to be made good (says 7'he 
Vberver), As to promineut opinions, it is 
interesting to see that Mr. Eric Miller has 
this week declared that ‘‘it is impossible 
to take other than an optimistic view of the 
expansive trend of the rubber industry.” 
He points out that old planted areas are 
mu their prime, that extensions since 1930 
1ave been small, and that seven years must 
elapse between planting and harvesting the 
first commercial crop. Absorption of rubber, 
even during the period 192/-’38, which in- 
cludes depression, works out with an increase 
of 7 per cent., and it likely further to 
expand, while restriction is working smoothly 
and likely to continue.

A CORK RESOLUTION 
CORK, Saturday. 


At the County Committee of Agriculture 
to-day, the following resolution was unanim- 
ously passed :—' That we request the De- 
partment of Agriculture to explain how it 
was that large numbers of pigs were imported 
from Northern Ireland into Southern Ireland 
at a time when pigs fattened in the Free 
State were being actually refused at certain 
factories.”’ 

The Chairman (Mr. T. O'Sullivan) said that 
thero was a great scarcity of pigs up to the 
middle of June, The factories were bound to 
kill a certain number of pigs every month, 
and at the game time they could not go 
beyond the number under heavy penalty. 

r. E. J. Cussen said that the facts as he 
knew them were as follows—:The require- 
ments of the bacon factories for the month 
of June were far in excess of the number of 
pigs available. The factories were under com- 
mitment for a very large export to Great 
Britain as well as supplying the requirements 
of the home market. if pigs had not been 
imported the factories would have defaulted 
to the extent of 12,000 cwts, in their export 
quota, and if they had defaulted the country 
would have been penalised next year by a re. 
duction of the national quota to that extent 
at least. It would have been bad policy to 
default their quota, and that was the reason 
why pigs had to be imported. It was only 
temporary, and they would find that it would 
not arise again while there was a sufficiency 
of pigs in the country. It was not a question 
of refusing pigs in favour of Northern Ire- 
land, but of having pigs ordered from 
Northern Ireland before it was known there 
were pigs here. |

Mr, W. T. Griffiths, of Newport, President 
of the National Union of Railwaymen, said 
yesterday, at a meeting at Plymouth, which 
preceded the opening to-day of the annual 
Conference, that no man could, with his wife 
and family, exist at a decent standard on less 
than 50s. a week. 

“If the railways are not in a position to 
guarantee a decent standard cf living to every- 
one engaged in the industry, then our solution 
is that the railways and the whole transport 
system of this country be nationalised,’’ he 
said. 

Mr. J. Marchbank, the general secre- 
tary, said that they were pressing tor the 
restoration of the remaining percentage de- 
ductions, the establishment of rates of pay 
for night and oe night duty, as em- 
bodied in the national agreement of 1920, a 
minimum wage of 50s., a penny an hour in- 
crease for the forty hour week, and a guaran- 
teed week’s pay, and holidays, with pay, for 
the 110,000 railway shopmen. 

“How far we shall succeed with these 
proposals it is extremely d-fficult to forecast,’’ 
he said. “TI am sufficiently optimistic, how- 
ever, to say that before the end of this month 
I hope to hear that we have not been dis- 
appointed,”’

VIENNA, Sunday. 

For the third time in recent months there 
were to-day angry scenes at an Austro-ltalian 
football match, this time between Viennese 
and Genoese teams. 

Italian teams traditionally enjoy but luke- 
warm sympathy in Vienna, the Fascist salute 
made at the opening of the game usually 
irritating the working-class section among the 
spectalors.

Dr. ‘Alfred Jordan, honorary secretary of 
the party, said that this was the first occa- 
sion on which the organisation had had the 
co-operation of the clothing trade. Nearly 
2, tailors in London and the provinces 
were circularised for the competiticn, but 
the measure of response would not be known 
until Thursday.

LONDON DEVICE TO HELP 
HOUSEHOLDER 


-. 


The “8.0.8.” call, “999,” which the 
British Post Ofhce has devised for the use of 
telephoné subscribers in London in the case 
of real emergency, is flashed on to a red 
lamp in front of the operator at the ex- 


of a buzzer. The call is immediately put 
through to the nearest fire, police, or ambu- 
lance station. 

In each exchange the telephone numbers 
of the fire, police and ambulance authorities 
are prominently displayed, and when the 
operator answers the ‘‘ 999" call by saying 
‘Emergency; which service, please,” the 
caller is required to ask for “' fire,” “' police,” 
or “ambulance,” as the case may be. The 
service may also be used in case of sudden 
illness where a family has no regular medical 
attendant and cannot send for one, and the 
nearest doctor will be called. 

But suppose, the Post Office were asked, a 
burglar breaks into one’s house and the sub- 
scriber, though he may have been able to 
dial ‘‘999,’’ is struck on the head before he 
has time to say who he is or which service 
he requires, what will happen? 


HINT FOR FREE STATE 


In such a case, it was explained, the Post 
Office would at once, through its engineers, 
trace the source of the call and get in touch 
with the nearest police station. 

‘And why,” it was asked, “has the num- 
ber 999 been chosen ?”’ 

“ Because,” was the answer, “it is the 
best technical combination for the Post Office, 
and because it is likely to impress itself 
strikingly on the public mind.” 

It was mentioned also that the origin’ of 
the device may be traced to the tragic fire 
in Wimpole street a year or two ago, when 
some difficulty was experienced in getting a 
call to the fire. brigade. A committee 
examined the system then in force to see how 
it could be improved, and the new device is 
the result. of their investigations. 

It is strongly emphasised that the number 
“999” should be dialled only in circum- 
stances of real emergency; otherwise the 
whole purpose of the arrangement may be 
aeivaked.

OFFICERS’ MESS 


A heax on Weymouth town authorities by 
some officers of the Kent (Fortress) Roy 
Engineers on the eve of their return to North- 

after a fortnight’s camp has set Wey- 
mouth laughing. 

Confiscating a field gun frém the parade 

und at the Regular Army barracks, the 

igh-spirited Kent visitors naraded it through 

the streets; led by the regimental band and 
an officer on a white horse. 

Before the police had time to intervene, 
the gun—a German war trophy—was dumped 
on the centre of the Esplanade and bye leader 
of the squad presented it,, ‘suitably in- 
scribed,’ to the “ ot and Corporation and 
lads and lassies of Weymouth as a mark of 
esteem.”’ : 

“ You must take good care of it, because 
it does not belong to us, he told the 
thousands of holiday-makers who assembled 
to watch the ceremony. 

Major B. H. Brazier, Commanding Officer 
of the Kent fortress, was sitting on the 
verandah of a hotel close by when the strange 
procession passed him. Too late he recog- 
nised his own men. , They had intended to 
abandon the gun for the “' benefit ” of the 
Suffolk Heavy Brigade, their successors to 
the barracks, but good-humoured remon- 
strances from a zealous town official prevailed, 
and in the small hours of yesterday the 
jokers took the gun away, removed the wheels 
and dumped the parts, weighing over a ton, 
in the officers’ mess of the Dorset Royal 
Engineers. 

‘“We pride ourselves on being a particu- 
larly efficient crowd,’’ said one of the officers 
just before he left Weymouth “Ask 
the men of the Royal Navy what they think 
of us. They tried to take the breakwater 
fort away from us the other night but we 
laid out seyen of their fellows with tear 
gas bombs, marched them back to barracks 
and kept them under an armed guard all 
night. I expect questions will be asked about 
all this, but the major is good at handling 
correspondence,” | 

As a matter of fact, the major proved to 
be good at other things besides handling 
correspondence, After the exuberant spirits 
had departed he organised a small party 
which, under cover of darkness, took the 
gun from the officers’ mesg of the Dorset
